DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 20, 22, 26, and 44-56 are allowed. 

Claims 4, and 44 have been rejoined because the independent claims are broad. Claims 4 
and 44 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821, 
claims 4 and 44, directed to a different embodiment and, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a election requirement, are hereby rejoined and fiilly examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After carefiil 
consideration of the Applicant's remarks the Examiner has found the independent claims are 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of an implantable heart valve sewing prosthesis 
comprising a ring shaped body having a blood contacting external surface including an 
intrinsically conductive polymer having a resistivity of less than 2000 ohms per square, wherein 
the intrinsically conductive polymer without a metallic filler or coating.
